A firefighter was lowered from a helicopter into the river near the Cahuenga Pass. He swam towards the 
Corgi/Chihuahua mix, and caught it in his arms, before lifting it to safety. 


Shortly after, firefighters could be seen drying off the dog on the bank of the river. 


"As we were watching the dog one of the worst things was we kept seeing the dog submerge and then 
he'd pop back up. Each time he submerged we were worried he may not come up again," LAFD Capt. 
Scott Bowman said.
